this time it is reasonable to sup¬ 
pose that the Indians would have 
made him a visit, for the habita¬ 
tion of any such settler must have 
been in the narrow valley of the 
Androscoggin, right in the path of 
the -returning raiders. Segar evi¬ 
dently describes all the visits .tbe 
band made on theit way up the 
river, and there was but one iu 
Peabody’s Patent. The fact that 
Pettingill was burled by men from 
Sudbury Canada would seem to 
prove that after the death of Pet- 
tingiil there was no man left in 
the Patent. It is clear, then, that 
in 1781 there was but one family 
in 'Peabody’s Patent and that this 
Mr.-Pettingill was the first settler 
in what is now the town of Gilead. 
"Where he came from, of whom he 
bought his -land, whether any de¬ 
scendants of his are now living, we 
do not know. But there can be do 
donbt'that tbe first white man to 
fell tbe forest and make a home in 
this township was this pioneer 
who met bis tragic fate one sum¬ 
mer day a hundred and twenty- 
three-years ago. 

The next document relating to 
Peabody’s Patent bears the date of 
1791. It is a plain of the Patent, 
drawn from a survey made in that 
year. The land is divided into 
thirty-six ranges of about equal 
area. Three of these are undivid¬ 
ed and nine are owned by a Mr. 
Garish, to w^om the Bod wells had 
evidently sold their share Of thei 
tract. The remaining twenty-four i 
ranges are assigned to five Pea-i 
bodyst tOj^Stephen, six; to Capt. 1 
Richard, one; to Richard, six; to 
Capt. John, seven; to John, four. 
It ia.evident that these are all non¬ 
resident land owners, and it may 
well be (doubted if at this time—' 
1791—there was a single settler in 1 
the Patent. The name of Garish 
does not appear among those of 
the incorporators or ^in the early 
records of the town of Gilead, and 
the first Peabodyg to settle here 
were Thomas—son of 'one of the 
original patentees—who came from

Deacon George W. Chapman in 
his interesting and valuable auto¬ 
biographical .sketch published in 
1867 describes the early pioneer 
days in this region, “In February, 
1791,” he writes, “when I was 
eleven years old, my father jour¬ 
neyed .to Bethel from Methuen, 
Mass., with two two-horse teams, 
with all his family and effects, 
passing through the towns of York, 
Gorham, Bridgton, "Waterford and 
xAlbany. Prom the latter place 
there was no traveled road, and 
hut one horse teain had ever pass¬ 
ed over the ground before; and 
that one, the same winter, but a 
short time previous. .This route 
could not have, been traversed in 
the summer, as«we followed the low 
lands, ponds and streams, they be¬ 
ing frqzen and covered i^^th snow. 
We found a few.famiUe/s settled 
along the south banks the An¬ 
droscoggin, in Bethei, all pf whom 
came here on foot,- aiud brought 
their effects on horseback, on hand- 
sleds, or on their own backs. 
There were three families only on 
the north side of ,the river, at this 
time from , Bethel to the New

My father Went to Bethel the 
year before, and cleared up a few 
acres of land, put in some crops, 
and built a log house twenty feet 
square, all In one room, which con¬ 
stituted the domicile for his whole 
family for some time, when a par¬ 
tition xvas put up to make a sleep¬ 
ing TOOIW. This building We occupi¬ 
ed four or five years,when we built a 
small frame house with two rooms. 
When I was twenty-one years of 
age I purchased a 'farm about four 
miles further up the river, in tl& 
town of Gilead, Which I cleared 
and cultivated for thVee years,

Korean Women’s Dress, 

In his new book on Korea Angus 
Hamilton thus describes the costume 
of Korean women; “The upper gar¬ 
ment consists of an apology for a 
zouave jacket in white or cream ma- 
terall, which may be of silk lawn, 
lawn' or calico.

Dowry of Daughters in England. 

The dowry of daughters appears

their, own resources. The hopeless 
i outlook of the spinster is a social 
problem which cries out for solution, 
and even for the' married woman a 
dowry is thought to be almost equally 
necessary, 'Without it the wife is in 
the position of a hireling dei)endeut 
entirely upon the generosity of her 
husband.. How the problem Is to be 
solved is another matter, and a Lon¬ 
don paper urges that the subject be 
constantly discussed, that it be made 
the mqtive of novels, plays, sermons, 
lectures on economics, etc., that it 
be talked about not occasionally, but 
all the time, until some remedy Is 
found for what is a social blot on the 
country. 

Courting a Girl in Spain.

COMMON ORCHARD INSECTS. 

Description and Method of Removing 
From Infested Trees, 

The Ohio Experiment Station Is re- 
■ceiving from all parts of that state 
twigs of fruit trees Infested with oue 
6r the other of the three following 
scale insects; 

1. The oyster-shell scale: This is a 
reddish or grayish brown scale, about 
an eighth of an Inch in length, pointed 
at one, end and curved in shape, sug¬ 
gesting a minute, elongated oyster 
shell. Its winter form is a hard scale, 
covering and protecting a number.of 
minute, white eggs. These eggs hatch 
during the fore part of June, and the 
'yellowish young crawl about for a lew 
days and then fix themselves by in¬ 
serting their beaks in the bark and 
begin sucking the sap. At this time 
they may be destroyed by spraying 
with kerosene emulsion, the formula 
for which Is given in the station spray 
calendars, which are sent free on ap¬ 
plication. 

Experiments made by the Canada 
experiment farms have shown that 
this scale may also be controlled by 
the use of lime with water at the rata 
of one or two pounds of lime to the 
gallon of water. This should be done 
, as early in the winter as possible. The 
lime loosens the scales, after which 
the rain removes them and destroys 
the eggs. 

2. The scurfy scale: This insect is 
somewhat smaller than the oyster- 
shell scale, and is more nearly round 
in shape. It is more conspicuous, be¬ 
cause of its white color. Its habits 
and the means for its control are sim¬ 
ilar to those of the oyster-shell scale. 

Neither of these scales is likely to 
cause much injury in orchards which, 
are thoroughly sprayed with Bordeaux 
mixture. 

3. The San Jose scale; This scale is 
much, smaller than either of the others 
named. It is nearly round in shape, 
at first white but later dark gray in 
color, and Is easily recognized by a 
minute, central nipple, which is lighter 
colored, often yellow. To identify this 
scale a small magnifying glass is nec¬ 
essary. 

This, insect is far more destructive 
than either of the others named. Its 
appearance in the orchard means the 
eventual destruction of the orchard 
unless vigorous treatment is adopted. 
The best method of treatment yet dis¬ 
covered Is the lime-aulphur-salt spray, 
—Ohio Station Press Bulletin. ^ 

To Regulate Plant Growth. 

Agriculturalists have discovered re¬ 
cently that the quality and size of cer¬ 
tain plants and vegetables are im¬ 
proved by several transplantings. In 
this work, however, it is dilfloult to 
take up the roots at such a depth as 
not to disturb and hinder the growth 
of . the leaves, owing ^ to the great 
length to which the roots enter the 
earth. "With the aid of the device 
shown in the picture this operation 
can now'be performed to.much better 
advantage. The idea is to insert a me¬ 
tallic openmesh fabric in the earth be¬ 
neath the seed, the preferred manner 
of working being to lay a strip of the 
screen in the bottom of a long trench, 
covering 'It several inched deep •with

Two Pretty Fall Flowers, 

The caryopteris or blue spiraea is a 
pretty autumn-blooming shrubby plant, 
producing clusters of beautiful, frag¬ 
rant flowers In great profusion from 
September until frost. It dies to the 
ground In winter. 

The salplglossls 13 a very showy 
bedding or border plant with richly 
colored erect, funnel-shapOd flowers, 
which are purple, scarlet, crimson, yel¬ 
low, buff, blue and almost black, beau¬ 
tifully marbled and penciled. The 
seed should now he .sown Indoors or 
outdoors later in spring. The flo-wers 
are useful for cutting and bloom from 
August to October. The plants are 
half-hardy attnual and grow from one 
and a half to two feeit high ■when well- 
tended.
